DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to Applicants Amendment - After Non-Final 
Rejection, filed 03/12/2008. Claims 20, 22, & 49-52 are pending in the instant 
application; of which Claim 20 is currently amended. Claims 1-19, 21, 23-48, & 53-62 
are canceled. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments with respect to Claim 20 have been fully considered 
and are entered. The ODP rejection of Claims 20, 22, 23, & 50 over US application 
10/447,948 is withdrawn per abandonment of said application. The 1 12-written 
description rejection of Claim 23 is withdrawn per amendment. The 102-prior art 
rejection (and citation of other relevant documents) of Claims 20 & 22 is withdrawn per 
amendment.
